Applicants 
contend that neither Hasegawa nor Okazaki discloses Formula (1) in which either R1 or R2 is hydrogen. However, it is noted that both 
references specify that R1 and R2 each represent independently a hydrogen atom or an alkyl group. With respect to the average 
molecular weight of the compound, both references disclose the compound to be 10,000 to 500,000, significantly overlapping the 
instantly claimed range. Okazaki also discloses a range of less than 10,000. Thus, the references do teach the claimed range and 
inherently include the claimed properties. 
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
